The roto-wing is driven by jet 
engines in its tips, he said.

Tw'o close associates predicted 
Eisenhower would shun public con­ 
troversy with the President. Tru­ 
man Thursday called the Eisen­ 
hower mission t > Korea a “ piece 
of political demagoguery” and said 
it was MacArthur^ duty as a sold­ 
ier to report to the President if he 
has any plan for peace in Korea. 
“ Ike is not going to get into any 
quarrel with Truman,” one of Eis­ 
enhower’s close friends said.

A Good Time For Labor To Reorganize 
The Little Man Who Doesn't Remember 
Fayette County Years Ago 


There seems to be a serious movement 
on foot for a joining of labor forces of 
the CIO and AFL into one organization. 
Under the right leadership this could 
become one of the most helpful moves 
for the good of the country, in recent his­ 
tory. All would depend upon whether la­ 
bor leadership would pursue an entirely 
selfish course or whether it would join 
other progressive 
organizations of 
the 
nation in planning for the common good. 
In the past, jurisdictional disputes be­ 
tween labor organizations have been one 
of the worst features in the division in 
American ’labor ranks. There has been a 
lack of uniform policy on many issues on 
fundamentals 
in spite 
of basic agree­ 
ments. 
With both AFL and CIO making new 
selections of presidents because of t h e 
passing from the scene of two noted lead­ 
ers. the time should be here for a re­ 
alignment of the two organizations into 
one responsible organization free of bick­ 
ering and personality clashes. 
Such a unification would have the ad­ 
vantage of presenting labor with a clear­ 
ly expressed viewpoint which could be 
understood without reservations of quali­ 
fications from either sector. It would also 
make for complete labor responsibility 
for policies, so that no s p o k e s m a n 
for the one group could evade his obli­ 
gations by saying that his viewpoint was 
nullified by assertions from the other side 
of the house. 
In the development of true maturity on 
the part of both industry and labor, this 
unity appears to be a necessary step. 
Eventually, it will come.

For thousands of years, peo­ 
ple 
have been suffering from 
cavities in their teeth, and for 
a long time scientists have been 
examining 
them 
and a s k in g 
“ Why?” They have come up with 
many and varied theories. 


One of the most plausible an­ 
swers is that cavities are caused 
when starches and sugars are 
regularly caught 
in the teeth, 
becoming food for certain bac­ 
teria known as lactobacillus aci­ 
dophilus.-These bacteria produce 
acids which can destroy the e- 


namei or hard surface of the 
tooth, forming a cavity. 
Since cavities can be so pain­ 
ful and sometimes expensive, and 
may even cause considerable dis­ 
comfort 
in other parts of the 
body, it is worth while thinking 
about some w ay to prevent them. 
Here is one test that was made 
with a group of 500 university 
students. These people were in­ 
structed 
to 
brush 
their 
teeth 
within ten minutes after eating 
any food. A second group of stu­ 
dents was told to follow their 
usual habits. 
After two years, both groups 
were carefully examined, and it 
was 
found 
that 
a 
significant 
number of students who brush 
od their teeth after eating had 
fewer cavities than those who did 
not. Brushing the teeth after eat­ 
ing seemed to reduce the amount 
of starches and sugars in the 
mouth, and thus less acid was 
formed. 
Another method found helpful 
is to apply sodium fluoride solu­ 
tion to the teeth and gums. This 
solution makes tho enamel hard­ 
er and more resistant to loss of 
calcium. The sodium fluoride can 
be applied by your dentist at 
yearly intervals. 
Cavities have been reduced an 
average of 40 percent by this 
method, it has been found. The 
best ages for such treatm ents are 
at three, seven, IO and 13 years 
Tests have also shown that 
when this fluoride is added to 
the community drinking water, 
the amount of cavities in the 
children can be reduced almost

Fayette County will have no pri­ 
mary election, all candidate be­ 
ing nominated by petition. This has 
been the case here for many years. 
There were formerly primary elec­ 
tions held in Washington C. H. be­ 
fore it changed its form of city 
government, but thereafter this city 
has nominated its candidates by pe­ 
tition the same as otherplaces in 
the county. 
There will be many primaries 
held in Ohio but this city is not af­ 
fected. 
The law provides that petitions 
for nomination to office must be 
signed by one percent of the voters 
in cities, townships or villages bas­ 
ed on the vote in the last elec­ 
tion for governor.
